HIS DEANERY is as large as all England, and here he is in a remote 
part of it, holding a service in Cree in on Indian house, with a stove 
as a pulpit. His native parishioners outnumber the white flock by 14 to 1.

HE MANAGES the farm that is run in conjunction with 
the Moose Factory mission and occasionally does some of 
the milking. He is no amateur as can be seen, for he 
tackles the cow from the traditionally correct right side. 

M OOSE FACTORY'S all-round rural dean, the Rev. 

Gilbert Thompson, is bilingual, for he holds 
service in Cree as well as English, and also knows a little 
Eskimo with a smattering of B.C. dialects. He once 
travelled on that coast with an Anglican hospital ship. 
In winter he walks eight miles every Sunday for his ser¬ 
vices in both Moosonee and Moose Factory. His Cree- 
speaking parishioners, even ot the "white" service, for 
outnumber the English-speaking audience. His Cree 
hearers translate to any Eskimos that are .present. He 
prefers travel by boat in summer to dogs or snowshoes in 
winter. Once he was marooned six weeks until natives 
patched a large hole ripped in his boat by a jagged reef.
